. , ; ^" his memorandum is intended to summarize and, where necessary 

to clarify the requirements in the Freedom of Information and Privacy Act ' 
processing of CIA documents containing other Agency information. 

2. Coordination with the other agency will be mandatory (in initial 
appeal or litigation processing) in order to withhold such information . 

For example the identity of the FBI as a source and the related information 
may not be withheld on the basis that the FBI was the source and/or on the 
assumption that the release will reveal the actual FBI source. 

3. As to the names of-FBI personnel, it is the position of the Bureau that 


(1) The names of special agents in FBI field offices who 
are engaged in criminal or intelligence investigations 
will normally be deleted under exemption (b)(7)(C). 

(2) The names of SAC's may normally be released. 

(3) The names of FBI personnel who served as liaison to 
the CIA will be released (this includes, but is not 
limited to, Papich, Wannal and Cassidy). 

(4) The names of FBI personnel in Washington who are 
unit chiefs or of higher rank will normally be released.

holding of their information. This action is necessary because of the 
recent court ruling that CIA merely asserting an exemption for third, 
agencies is not sufficient to justify the withholding .
